WASHINGTON, April 1.4Homer’ 8. 
Cummings, Chairman of the ‘Democratic

The Democratic Chairman said that 
the ge to the peace resolution 
now before the House “ ought to be 
unanimous.’”’ The regolution as sub- 
mitted by the majority of the Foreign 
fairs Committee, he declared, begins 
with false statements; it then attempts 
to exercise power that the House does 
not possess, and if the resqlution should 
by any chance'become effective, it would 
compli¢cate domestic and international 
matters to a great degree.

Federal Trade Commission Trans- 
fers It After Finding Two Trast 
Laws Not Violated. 


_ Special to The New York Times. , 
WASHINGTON, April 1.—The_ evi- 
dence produted before the Federal Trade 
Commission on the complaint issued 
against the Vaudeville Managers’ Pro- 
tective Association and other vaudeville 
interests has been referred by the com- 
mission to the Department! of Justice, 
which will consider whether the anti- 
trust law has been violated. 

The Federal Trade Commission, which 
ecided yesterday that the vaudeville 

terests had not violated the Feder 
Trade act or the’Clayton act and could

because they were members of a trade 
union affiliated with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. What the White 
Rats in the Federal,Trade Investigation 
charged was that there was a combina- 
tion of menare rs which controlled the 
whole vaudeville business; that if you 
offended one manager you could not 
work in vaudeville or burlesque in the 
United States and Canada, and that ex- 
orbitant and extortionate commissions 
were charged be the Booking Trust.

’THE 25 PER CENT. INCREASE. 

The law limiting rent increases in 
any one year to 25 per cenit. has ‘two 
virtues. It prevents the more ruthless 
sort of profiteering, of which’ a great 
outburst, threatened, and it does this 
without checking the influx of capital 


’ linto new building. . Flagrant exactions 


are forbidden without jeopardizing 
legitimate and sorely rieédéd enter- 
prise. Of the many possible calamities, 
the law thus avoids the two which are 
beyond question greatest. “. 

In the days to come we shall do well 
to’ keep this firmly in- mind, for the 
law brings in its train. a swarm of 
injustices and abuses from which mul- 
‘titudes will suffer, and which could 
probably have been avoided if, instead 
of jamming -through the bills, time 
had. been taken for criticism and 
measured deliberation. ‘While checking 
the extremer forms of profiteering, the 
rent increase. law legitimizés,many a 
sharp exaction. Most landlords have 
already. raised their rents,’ and many 


‘jot them greedily. Yet as long as the 


new law, is in force they can demand 
an annual increase of 25 per ‘cént., and 
the harried tenant will have no re- 
course except to the’ courts, which. bid 
fair to be overwhelmed with such 
cases. In effett a premium is placed 
upen nast profiteering, for. the land- 
lord who has already had his. gouge at 
wotk finds himself, so to speak, armed 
with a larger weapon. 

Meantime the landlords * who have 
hitherto had a’ heart for their fellow- 
créatures and a sense of ‘public duty 
will be subject to a new temptation. 
Many of them have limited their 
yearly advances to 5 per cent. and 
less; but~.with the law on their 
side and the examplé of men, already 
qualified profiteers, who “are raising 
their rents. by the full. statutory 
amount, will be strange if mahy 
of them not hunt with the _ pack. 
Though extremes of profiteering afe 
ptevented, it may well be that, _in the 
gtoss, the advances exacted ‘the 
new law, will amount to a larger sym 
than, wuld. have.been exacted under

New building, and 
that dione, can bring ultimate relief to 
the community as a whole. But even. 
a net profit of 15 per cent. would be 
preferable to what we are facing under 
the present law.

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TRE TWO GERMAN ARMIES. 

While the Ebert Government is ne- 
gotjatihg for peate with the West- 
phalian irisurgents, it gives out 
& menacing announcement, that its 
army is. advancing toward the Ruhr 
‘< step by step.’’ This is reassuring 
as a promise that it is not advancing 
by pole vaults or standing broad 
jumps,. but the character of that army 
makes it ge aggre te to infer that it is 
advancing goose’ stép by goose step. 
It -is a@ reactionary army, almost a 
Kaiser-army; the’ loyalty of most of 
its units and most of its officers to 
Eperr is extremely doubtful. 

The Red army which confronts it is 
more trustworthy but less formidable. 
The feminine impulse to service is 
manifested by the outpouring of most 
of.the younger women of the Ruhr 
district, outfitted as nurses and appar- 
ently flocking up; toward the front to 
see what is going on. Fewer women 
and more field guns wold ‘give the 
Ruhr rebels a better chance of suc- 
cess. As it is, they may owe their im- 
munity from serious attack so far 
chiefly to the well-grounded reluc- 
tance of the French to see a German 
army of the old type occupying the 
mining districts within the neyneel 
zone. — 

If Exert’s ‘army started in to clean 
up the Ruhr it could probably do it, 
but there might be a great deal 
of fighting, many men killed in 
battle, and stilI more massacred after 
the firing was over. “That would be 
unfortunate in itself, for the program 
of the Ruhr rebellion is in most of its 
features a good one both for Germany 
and for the neighbors of Germany; 
and it would be still more unfortunate 
in that it would probably lead to a 
new general strike and a rising against 
the present Government, which might 
lead to a Bolshevist upheaval, or to a 
concentration of power in the hands of 
the group which was temporarily 
beaten when the Kapp rebellion col- 
lapsed. '

STATUTORY BANKING. 

The Chicago Federal Reserve Bank 
has raised its rate on bankers’ accept- 
ancés in onder to discourage excessive 
loans by member banks. At the same 
time Federal Reserve Governor HARD- 
Ne in New York gives his approval to 
the bill which passed the House yes- 
terday proposing that rates for redis- 
counts to member banks should rise in 
proportion to their increase abov@ a 
fixed normal line of credit. The exér- 
cise of the power in-Chicago would 
seem to.show that what the bill pro- 
poses may be done without it, and 
there is'every presumption that what 
bankers do on their responsibility is 
done with sound discretion. The pre- 
sumption is not. so strong regarding 
what bankers do. in reliance on a 
statute. 

f he original Federal Reserve law 
provided that rediscounts might be 





granted; not that they must be. Since 
power was given to grant theni there 


‘| was ‘an implied power to refuse ‘them, 


or at least té grant them on terms. 
The proposed amendment would seem 
to limit this banking discretion by 
‘proportioning rediscount rates to a 
rising line of credit. So long as the 
rates were paid the redisoounts could 
not be refused, although rates should 
be a minor consideration. Also,.there 
are occasions when the granting of 
rediscgunts ought not to be condi- 
tioned: upon making credit costly. 
Commercial banking is seasonal, being 
largest when the farmer is planting or 
harvesting, or the producer is: manu- 
facturing, or the trader importing. If 
@ normal line of credit is to be fixed, 
either it must be so genérous as to 
encourage expansion in the dull sea- 
son .or so moderate ‘as to -pénalize 
expansion in the busy season. Thefe 
is no difficulty about that when bank- 
ing is ‘done. by discretion, but there 
are many embarrassments when bank- 
ing is done by legislation, which can 
neither foresee whusual conditions nor 
provide for them. .As the law stands 
Federal Reserve rates are established 
by. discretion according. to particular | a 
classes of paper. Fixing of rates ac- 
cording to’ the conditions of credit. of 
individual banks sets up new stand- 
ards in'a matter bést governed by dis- 
cretion rather than ‘law. A

rise to such ‘cocasions. On the other 

hand, the Federal Reserve. dtight not 
to -regulate excess expansion by an 
undiscriminating increase of rates. Of 
suitable occasion tt ought to use dis] 
cretion in its rediscounts; calling for 
explanation of undue increases and 
counseling individual banks when they 
expose themselves to it. Bankers of 
ali leading. nations agree that the 
present troubles are due to Govern- 
ment finance rather than to banking 
errors. The remedy is not to allow 
Governments to foster inferior bank- 
ing, but for bankers toinsist that 
Governments shall heed sound banking 
counsel. The Federal Reserve might 
find a way to alter the proportions of 
liquid_and illiquid collateral among the 
rediscounts, with the result that there 
would be ‘larger accommodation for 
trade and increased pressure upon 
Congress for ecoriomy and better. tax

Why are they 
not so numerous? Because the Turks 
butchered a third of them in 1915. - If 
the Turks are a logical race, they 
will infer that the only thing needful 
to remove the Armenian menace for- 
ever—and there are ‘political, eco- 
nomic, racial and religious’ reasons 
which make the Turks regard them as 
a menace—is to turn in and kill all 
the rest. ‘The Allies have not yet 
given them any great reason to sup- 
pose that a completion of the work of 
massacre would be punished very se-
